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ACKNOWLEDGMENTS 

1 . The Examiner acknowledges receipt of the amendment filed 3/1 7/05 wherein the 
specification was amended; claims 1, 2, 14, and 37 were canceled; and claims 3, 15, 
38, and 53 were amended. 

Note : Claims 3-13, 15-36, and 38-61 are pending. 

RESPONSE TO APPLICANT'S AMENDMENT 

2. The Applicant's arguments/amendment filed 3/1 7/05 to the rejection of claims 3- 
13, 15-36, and 38-61 made by the Examiner under 35 USC 103 and/or 112 have 
been fully considered and deemed persuasive. Therefore, the said rejections are 
hereby withdrawn. 

NEW GROUNDS OF REJECTIONS 
1 12 Rejections 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 38, 39, and 46-53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 38 : The claim as written is ambiguous because it is unclear what condition 
the patients are being treated for. Is Applicant treating the subjects for cancer? Please 
clarify in order that once may readily ascertain what is being claimed. 
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Claims 39 and 48 : The claims as written are ambiguous because there is a 
question mark before the phrase 'emitting isotopes 1 . Did Applicant intend to insert a 
gamma symbol instead? 

Claims 46-52 : The claims depend on canceled claim 1 . Did Applicant intend the 
claims to depend on claim 3 instead? 

Claims 53 : The claim as written is ambiguous because it is unclear whether 
Applicant intended the compounds to have the formula X-Y-B as set forth in all the other 
independent claims. It is noted that the invention is specifically directed to species 
encompassed by the formula X-Y-B. Thus, it is respectfully suggested that for 
consistency throughout the claims and the specification that the limitations of claim 54 
be incorporated into claim 53. 

ALLOWABLE CLAIMS 

5. Claims 3-1 3 and 1 5-36 are allowable over the prior art of record for reasons of 
record in Applicant's response filed 3/17/05. 

CLAIM OBJECTIONS 

6. Claims 40-45 and 54-61 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
